•Should die now American nu- 
clear missiles fa deployed on 
European soli It would be naive 
not to expect the SovtoL Union 
to take appropriate measures to 
retain the existing balance. Ba- 
lance. in this case, will be at a 
higher level of armaments Such 
s turn of events could hardly 
strengthen anyone’s security. 


VIEWPOINT 


TUB MIDDLE BAST NEEDS 
A JUST PEACE 

Andrei Gromyko stressed the 
need to achieve a |nst and last- 
ing peace In the Middle East 
through a collective effort by 
all Interested parties. Even those 
who once onlerlalned certain Il- 
lusions concerning the policy of 
separate anti-Arab deals have 
seen for themselves wliat these 
have led lo. Under the eyes of 
(hr* world, Israel end its patrons 
have actually occupied the 
whole of Lebanon. Together 
with Israel, they arc tearing the 
country apart thus not only 
violating the UN Security Couu- 
c ll's decisions, but also going 
hack un their own promises. The 
Soviet Union condemns outright 
l his Imperialist policy. 

INTERNATIONAL PIRACY 

'Quite recently, Washington 
nimounced its plan for the es- 
tablishment of the so-called 
central strategic command en- 
compassing a large area In 
South- West Asia and In the 
Middle and Near East Including 
up to twenty countries. 

Tills Is a doctrine of Interna- 
tional piracy. Us philosophy Is 
very simple: If Washington does 
not like s particular internal 
change taking place In the coun- 
tries In that region, it will stop 
nt nothing In order lo Instil the 
order it would like lo see there 
with swoid and lire. Each state 
with a genuine concern for its 
Independence and sovereignty 
cannot but rejeU Hits plan with 
indignation. 

"Iho Soviet Union firmly re- 
fects all pretentious claims by 
the United Slates, or nay other 
nation, to Impose its laws or 
method of government on other 
rountiles and thus Interfere In 
their domestic affairs.

Indira Gandhi on Non-Alignment Summit 


Datente, economic develop- 
ment, the struggle for disarma- 
ment and elimination of the last 
pockets ol colonialism are the 
most urgent problems facing the 
7th Summit Conference of the 
Non-Aligned Countries to be 
held on March 7-11 In Delhi. 
This was declared by Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in 
an Interview with ihe ’'National 
Herald" newspaper. She said she 
believed that the. non-alignment, 
movement could contribute to 
the cause of disarmament by 
taking Joint actions for peace 
and curbing the arms race, par- 
ticularly In nuclear weapons. 


Indira Gandhi pointed out 
that, as a future Chairman of tire 
non-alignment movement, she 
would be guided by the common 
prlndplos shared by all Hie non- 
aligned member-countries. Tin? 
main aim Is to proservo and 
consolidate tho movement so ns 
to solve successfully all Iho 
numerous and complex prnblemH 
facing the non aligned countries. 

Anti-Imperialism and nuil- 
coionlallsm remain Iho back- 
hone ot Ihe movement, she said. 
Each member must constantly 
and consistently support ihe no- 
tional liberation struggle waged 
by the peoples who are sutler- 
ing from the colonial yukc.

The canal 
will stretch for 170 kilometres 
along the foot of the Zallllsky 
Ala-Tau and will make It pas- 
sible, by the end of 1985, to ex- 
pand by almost one and a half 
tlmea the area devoted to stable 
crop-growing in the Alma-Ala 
region. 

The builders of the canal are 
working in complicated condi- 
tions. On Lheir way across Ihe 
city from east to west, they will 


have to negotiate dozens of hot 
water , supply pipelines, motor- 
ways and railway lines as well 
as other communication links. 
In an effort to help the builders, 
Soviet Industry has started to 
manufacture, for the first time 
In this country, high-pressure 
ferroconcrete pipes some Ihrea 
metres ]n diameter, as well as 
pipe-layers of higher capacity, 
and other machines. 

These- new machines will not 
only make negotiating the ob- 
stacles and the operations for 
lining the canal bad with con- 


crete much simpler, but will 
also drastically cut the cost or 
the work Involved. 

The canal will only Ilow un- 
derground through the city In 
some places. Along moat of Its 
length it will be In the open, 
reaching a width or forty kilo- 
metres. 

The first Ihlrty kilometres of 
the canal have been opened. It 
will convey waler from the 
mountain Barlogai reservoir to 
the Kazakh capital at the height 
of the . crop-walering season.

Drug addiction 
unknown 
in the USSR 

Not a single serious case of 
drug addiction has been recorded 
In the USSR over the j>ast ten 
years. 

The drug problem as such 
does not exist tn oui country, 
says Eduard Babayan, perma- 
nent Soviet representative at the 
UN Commission on Drugs and 
Chief Narcologist of the Soviet 
Union. What we are faced with 
are just ceparalo cases of drug 
addiction. Every recorded addict 
Is put under timely surveillance 
and Is obliged to undergo a 
course of treatment. In the 
majority of cases such patients 
go in for treatment voluntarily- 
They are hospitalized and pro- 
vided with alt necessary assis- 
tance. Medical care for drug ad- 
dicts, as all other forms of 
medical aid, in our country Is 
free of charge. 

The production of drugs Is 
completely In the hands of the 
state. Drugs are produced in the 
quantities which are necessary 
for purely medical purposes. 
They are given out by prescrip- 
tions bearing serial numbers, a 
system which enables i« lo Im- 
mediately establish who pres- 
cribes them and in what quan- 
tities.

Rustaveli as poet and astronomer
